Notified Frank Slatinshek, Chief Counsel, 
House Armed Services Committee , of the developments regarding our

cussed problems with the bill, such as the conflict of the Joint Committee 
with existing Congressional committee oversight; the broad range of lan- 
guage which would result in practically all agencies of government being 
included; and a technical point on the legal sufficiency of the bill which 
USIA will raise. We agreed that since the bill concerns matters which the 
Congress itself should determine, the best approach would be not to make 
any specific recommendations on the bill. Spiegel understood that my com- 
ments were purely informal as an Agency position has not yet been finalized. 
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
